W hat happened to you is the despair and repetitive 
nightmare of those of us who devote our lives to the 
purveying, selecting, and sometimes growing of fine 
wine. To begin with, your taste was not at fault nor 
your judgment in error. Certainly you should be able 
to trust the wine of a fine restaurant. The sad truth is 
that some wine lists are downright bad, and the condi- 
tion of the wines worse. The only way to know wine is 
to drink and compare it and to understand a little of 
its growth, harvesting and subsequent use. Wine is a 
growing, living thing, ever changing until the day you 
drink it. It may start out on the vines of the Bordeaux 
region of France. Here the grapes grow row on 
row around chateaux where, on a still afternoon, 
one has the sensation that time has stopped, 
and that it would not be surpris- 
ing to see gallants escorting ex- 
quisitely gowned ladies of the 
sixteenth-century court stroll- 

ing through the gardens that 


ripple down to the river’s edge. 
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Merlot, Petit 


Verdot, Cabernet Frane and Cabernet Sauvignon 


oh 
l here are four varieties of grapes 


which combine to make the wines of Bordeaux. They 
do not mature at the same time, nor does the same 
weather affect each variety in the same way. There are 
enormous variations, vast permutations and combina- 
tions of weather, soil and knowledge as to when to har 
vest. One chateau may wish to gamble until the final 
moment, while its neighbor may decide not to let its 


crop absorb the last possible beneficial rays of the sun. 


A nd so it goes: the question of variable weather an 
variable human judgment. After the harvest, the wine 
is stored by pressed grape-type in separate vats and is 
not blended by the maitre chais until in his mature cal 
culations the time is propitious. Here then, is the chef 
for our omelette. Without him, there is no great wine 
and perhaps no wine at all. With his particular skills 
lies the reputation of his particular chateau and vine- 
yard. The maitre chais has no credit on the label, no 
place on the vintage chart to which neophyte wine 
buyers so assiduously adhere. Yet, like all great cooks, 
he can sometimes improvise with meager material 


to compose the equivalent of an excellent meal. 


A fter the wine is in the bottle, it ages with vary- 
ying speeds. Generally speaking, the sparkling 
wines should be consumed within a few 
years of their bottling, and not kept, cer- 
tainly, for ten or fifteen years. Red wines 
of the Bordeaux district age well, although 
certain years mature more rapidly: viz. 


1954. The trick is to drink them in the 








ne 


al 








bloom of their perfection. No vintage chart can help 
you too much, for—as has been pointed out—a Beau 
jolais 1945 was once a very great wine, but now has 
“passed over the hill” and lost all of its rich, fruity 
flavor. Most Burgundy does not do too well after ten 
years, and, in fact, the rule of thumb would be to avoid 
purchasing wines of that age in any category, unless, 
of course, one is very sure of his wine merchant or 


particular source of supply. 


Perhaps the best way to start collecting wines is to 
taste and evaluate them with various combinations of 
food which happen to please your palate. \ good start 
might be the selection of a Vin Rosé of a recent year 
This wine does not necessarily have to be French, as 
there are some very good northern California wines of 
this type. A little experimentation with different food 
combinations will, | think, prove that this is a delight- 


ful wine that can be served with almost any dish. 


As your taste matures, Bordeaux and Burgundies are 
in order. Here again, | suggest that one start with the 
less sophisticated wines such as a red Beaujolais or a 
Meursault Charmes. The Meursault, an excellent exam- 


ple of an innocent Burgundy with its straw color and 





delicately perfumed dryness, is a grand introduction to 
white Burgundy wines, while the Beaujolais Fleurie 

fruity, wholesome, robust, yet light of taste—can start 
you on your appreciation of the red wines of the land 
where D’Artagnan roamed. After you have become 
really good friends of these types, put yourself in the 
hands of a fine wine merchant who has the facilities for 
storing wines, and whose volume and knowledge are 
great enough to give you advice. Without too much ex- 
penditure, start to drink (being highly critical in your 
own mind) some of the greater wines of Bordeaux and 
Burgundy, always comparing them, if you can, with the 
everyday wines you may serve from California and 
Italy. The Italian Chianti, with the Bello Classico seal 
of the black cock, is a truly wonderful wine in its own 
right. The control of this particular seal by the Italian 
government is excellent, but the seal must be carefully 
scrutinized as there are, unfortunately, many imitations.
